The E. C. Schroeder Farms, Box W, Moorhead, Minnesota 
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Wisconsin Establishes Tubercular Quaran- 
tine Farm for Dairy Cattle 


By CHAS. W. 


REEDERS of Holstein-Friesian cattle in Wisconsin 
will be interested to learn about the large stock farm 
recently leased by the State Livestock Sanitary 

Board upon which dairy cattle reacting to the tuberculin 
test will be placed. It is a move in the right direction. 
It will decrease the loss to the breed of cows having good 
records of production and breeding that are capable of 
producing offspring of great possibilities. It means the. 
removal of one more sting from that most insidious dis- 
ease—tuberculosis. Breeders who have spent much time 
and money on their herds in providing good sires, and in 
selection and in testing, will now be able to obtain the 
offspring of their cows even though reacting and not able 
to conduct a quarantine herd. 

Many of the best breeders are now testing their herds 
so they may be placed among the state’s accredited herds. 
The plan of testing areas or counties has been started, 
and Waukesha has already obtained the names of a ma- 
jority of the farmers and stock owners to a petition to 
test all the cattle in that county. There will probably be 
Many reactors and it would indeed be a shame if they 
were all slaughtered. 

“In the plan as heretofore conducted,” said Dr. O. H. 

Eliason, state veterinarian, “the usefulness of many ani- 
mals has been lost which under this arrangement will be 
saved. Many animals at the time of testing are in a 
period immediately before or after freshening, and it may 
be readily understood that to slaughter an animal at that 
time necessarily causes a loss to society, both from the 
calf and the milk. This is especially true of cows that are 
only slightly infected and so far have not been seriously 
injured by the disease.” : 
_ Several private quarantine farms have been established 
in the state, but now the state will be able to care for the 
reactors, for a time at least, and save the progeny of the 
best cows. It is believed to be the first large quarantine 
farm established by a state to aid in conserving the best 
families of the various breeds of dairy cattle. 

The state legislature authorized the Livestock Sani- 
tary Board to procure a suitable place for the care of dairy 
cattle reacting to the tuberculin test, especially purebred 
cows, with provisions for raising healthy calves. Acting 
In accordance with these provisions, the board has leased 
a 600-acre stock farm in southern Wisconsin. The farm 
4s well suited for the purpose, being well equipped and 
including large pastures and a number of good buildings. 
A creamery on the farm will be used to pasteurize the 
‘milk from the cows before it is fed to the calves. About 
100 acres of the farm are under cultivation. A large part

of this will be planted to corn to provide ensilage for the 
cattle. The remainder of the farm is practically all per- 
manent pasture. It will be possible to care for a lar 

number of animals on the farm, possibly from 400 to 500. 

In speaking of the value of such a farm, C. P. Nor- 
gord, the state commissioner of agriculture, said, “The 
state has in the past lost many valuable young animals 
because it did not provide a place to keep the pregnant 
cows. In the case of purebreds, there are very many of 
them that would give birth to calves of great value—these 
calves can be kept and fed on pasteurized milk and in this 
way perfectly healthy animals can be produced.” 

Recognizing the fact that they will probably be un- 
able to care for all the valuable cows which they will 
receive, Commissioner Norgord continued, “The farm 
was also leased for the purpose of serving as an exchange 
and sale place for reacting cattle. There have been estab- 
lished in various parts of the state, farms following the 
Bang system of quarantine, the owners of which purchase 
reacting cows and keep them for the purpose of raising 
purebred, healthy calves. Those farms are handled in 
accordance with stringent rules and regulations of the 
Livestock Sanitary Board of the state department of agri- 
culture. 

“Our farm will be a center at which purchasers of 
cattle to be used for this purpose, can secure them. There 
are also many animals that come to us in an emaciated 
condition, in the summer particularly, the condition of 
which when placed on good pasture, of which there are 
large areas on the farm rented, will be greatly improved. 

“We have also rented this farm so we may be able 
to classify and group these animals to aid in their sale. 
We expect that when we get them together and get them 
classified, we shall be able to have general stock buyers 
come to the farm to purchase the animals and thus be 
able to make sales at an advantage to the state. At 
present we are being compelled to ship the cows to market 
and take whatever is offered because the buyers have us 
at a disadvantage. 

“This proposition is only an experiment and will be 
tried out this year under very favorable conditions as far 
as cost and management are concerned, and if results 
appear to be advantageous to the state, will be continued. 
We do not aim to make money on the proposition, but 
want the disposal of animals to pay for itself as nearly 
as possible.” r ex" 

The farm will be conducted by the veterinary division 
of the state department of agriculture, under.the super- 
vision of Dr. O. H. Eliason, state veterinarian. Dr. Jay P. 
West, who is conducting the area testing work in several 
counties, will have charge of the management of the farm 
and the disposal of the animals.

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Getting Down to Facts 


HE trouble with not a few of us in this secre- 

taryship controversy is that we are spending 
so much time thinking up nice things to say to each 
other that we haven't time to inquire into the truth 
or to get at the real causes for all the disturbance. 
A few “well known dealers and breeders” meet to- 
gether to consider a proposition that they in good 
faith deem should be placed before the membership 
of the association. Secretary Houghton rushes to 
the members with a much garbled statement of his 
record and upon the most favorable claims that he 
can make, both indirectly and directly, solicits 
proxies for his re-election. A great hue and cry 
goes up; another breeder rushes into print with an 
appeal to passion and jealousy and, with cleverly 
worded statements in which the facts are shifted to 
conceal rather than shed light, arouses the whole 
country over a subject that should be discussed 
only in the most dispassionate manner and with full 
regard for all the facts involved. 

It is high time for us to get our thinking caps 
on and let our own business judgment decide these 
important matters. If we are to run the Holstein- 
Friesian Association on snap judgments taken in 
the heat of passion; if we are to favor a man’s ap- 
peal for support when charges are brought against 
him without a hearing of the’ charges which are 
brought by sober-minded accountable men, then we 
are guilty of improper management of our own 
affairs, for this is our affair, as owners of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association and as breeders, not F. 
L. Houghton’s or Fred F. Field’s or John Arf- 
mann’s. 

The World has asked the members of the asso- 
ciation to consider the advisability of putting an- 
other man in Mr. Houghton’s place—not neces- 
satily a younger man, although a younger man 
would be more apt to have the qualifications we 
have mentioned in discussing this matter. We 
should like to see an organizer there who can go 
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out and do what we have foun 
tion in the new and even the aaa Piser 
country 1s necessary to supplement the ware : 
Holstein cow. Now, we do not consid, Of the 
province of the “keeper of our records” te it the 
work. We consider it work that should ne this 
taken. by the publicity and extension d wader 
of the association working together underae 
retary, and we submit that with a chief cl 2 
$3,500 per year, doing practically all the ee 
woe of the secretary, there should be coms 4 
ra : ; 
ere to devote to this very important 
Mr. Houghton is by tempera Be 
and by habit unfitted, io this work. His aoa oa 
little experience in it. He shows little desire fori 
His voice has almost never been raised in legisl 
tive councils and in looking after the interests e. 
dairying and the breed. He seldom leaves Brattle. a 
boro and most of this work, leaving aside that done 
by Mr. Cleare’s department, has been performed by 
men who have received no salary for it. Now that 
conditions demand more aggressive work from the 
chief executive officer, the lack of aptitude in itand 
a natural desire to avoid this kind of effort operates 
against Mr. Houghton very seriously. a 
Mr. Houghton lacks energy. He is well-to-do 
and has arrived at that stage and position in his life 
when it is easier to stay at home and take thi 
easy than to spend his time traveling about for the 
interests of the association. He fills the office of 
secretary, as he interprets it, takes his money and 
lets it go at that. But how about the interests of 
the 11,000 members whose money comes only from 
a broader market for the breed and for the products 
of that breed? How about the dairyman out in the 
broad highways of agriculture who would be helped 
to a better living through purebred cows, who is 
your neighbor and a potential market for your Hol 
steins? We Holstein men must keep our feet on 
the ground, for that is the reason of our present 
success. We must be democratic; must keep if 
mind the ultimate and only legitimate reason for our 
breed being in the position it occupies today, which 
is the ability of the Holstein as a producer of food 
and a consequent money-maker for her owner. We 
want a man for secretary who knows the dairy 
farmer and how to reach him and win him for 
Holsteins. = 
Sentiment in favor of giving this matter over to — 
the board of directors seems to be growing very 
idly. The move will be a wise one and one which w 
remove from the realm of politics, offices which 
should never be subjected to such pressure. It wil 
put the complete control of the secretary im the 
hands of the board and make him responsible to the 
board and ‘the board responsible for his conduct, m 
face, as in name. As matters now stand the boardis 
supposed to run the affairs of the association dur 
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less the secretary chooses to co-operate with 
board and with other employes whom_ the 
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selects, while the board is responsible for whatevé 
comes frgm any lack of harmony, it 1s powerless 
to do anything. - 

On the other hand, members of the board cat 
be removed if they fail to discharge their duties, 
it is folly to believe that with the type of men 
compose and have composed the board of directors 
of the association since its formation any attempt 
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deal unfairly with apse 

: isht. Nor would it be possible for one 
oi r ene. iro No board of directors we 
~i net had has borne the ticket of any one man. 
= saa been, in every instance, independent, 
‘her Be men and have considered every matter 
brought before them strictly on its merits. We are 
hoping, therefore, that no matter what may be gi 
convictions of the members regarding the merits 0 
F. L. Houghton for secretary, although we ask them 
oy all fairness to acquaint themselves fully with the 
facts before passing judgment, that they support the 
amendment. Even his most ardent supporters ccna 
have faith in the board of directors, which doubtless 
knows far better than any other group of men 
whether he has made a good secretary or not. 

Such an amendment will complete a reform 
started when the by-laws were put into effect. It 
will forever take the secretary’s office out of poli- 
tics and let him, whoever he be, spend his entire time 
on his job. We believe it big enough to require the 
entire energy of the very best man the dairy in- 


dustry affords.

not to be necessary but it is far preferable to a continuance of such 
procedure as that correspondence discloses. 

Why do you withhold the name of the man you said is “like 
the Kaiser” and also the names of those you charge with forming a 
combination to “upset” the association? Why do you not give the 
proof you must have to justify you in making such statements? Unless 
you do, your letter can have little weight with men of fair and open 
minds. It must be that the great majority of the members want to 
do the things that are best for the breed. If there are other officers 
that need to be replaced, why do you not say who they are and give 
your reasons? There must be many like myself who do not know 
to whom you refer. Unknowingly, our proxies may be used to defeat 
the objects we would like to attain. 

If you will show me that the men of whom you speak are 
trying to injure the association and will give me their names, I will 
do all I can to help you defeat them. ff I show you that what 1 
have said about Mr. Houghton and Mr. Matteson is true, will you do 
all in your power to help defeat them? 

Let us have the whole matter aired fully and promptly, so that 
when the members meet in June they may take such action as is 
necessary for their own protection.

IETJE QUEEN DE KOL 24, a four-year-old daughter 

of Tietje Queen De Kol, and full sister to Glen Alex 

Queen De Kol, the only 42-pound two-year-old, has 

just completed a record of 43.29 pounds of butter from 

639.3 pounds of milk. Her record has been made by A. C. 

Howe of New York. It will be remembered that as a 

three-year-old Tietje Queen De Kol 2d made a _ record 
slightly in excess of 31 pounds of butter. 

This new marvel is a daughter of Tietje Queen De 
Kol, with a record of 42.26 pounds of butter, and now 
owned by Carnation Farms where she has just recently 
eer birth to a male calf sired by Johanna McKinley 

egis. 

In addition to heing the dam of these two heifers with 
their records ot 42.36 pounds of butter at two years and 
43.29 pounds at four years, the old cow is also the dam 
of Glen Alex Tweede De Kol that has recently made 30.87 
pounds of butter as a senior two-year-old. 

With this remarkable showing, Tietje Queen De Kol 
becomes the only cow in the world with two 40-pound 
daughters, and is likewise the only cow in the world with 
two 30-pound two-year-old daughters. 

One daughter of Tietje Queen De Kol sold at the last 
Worcester sale for $18,000 as a two-year-old, a son sold 
for $7,500 and we understand another of her daughters, 
as well as a granddaughter through the 42-pound two-year- 
old:and a grandson through the new 43-pound daughter, 
are to be offered in the coming National sale at Milwaukee 
in June. 

The Tietje family stands today in a class by itself, 
insofar as the development of a dam and her three 
daughters is allowed to enter. 





Third 40-pound Daughter for King of 


the Pontiacs 


HE third 40-pound daughter for King for the Pon- 
tiacs, and his twenty-third to make above 30 
pounds, is Idleaze Pontiac Lass. She has just com- 
pleted seven-day records at 4 years 14 days of age of 43.38 
pounds of butter and 715.5 pounds of milk; in 30 days she 
has made 141 pounds of butter from 2,811 pounds of milk. 
Sne was bred by Stevens Brothers of Liverpool, N. Y., 
and her late record has been made by J. W. Vaughn of the 
same state. 

With this production Idleaze Pontiac Lass stands 
second high in her class, being surpassed only by Lady 
Netherland Pontiac who, by the way, is sired by her own 
brother. This only goes to further illustrate the remarkable 
producing ability of this family. She has made a substantial 
increase over her last year’s figures, which were made ex- 
actly a year ago. At that time her production was 21.24 
pounds of butter from 500.2 pounds of milk. 

The dam of Idleaze Pontiac Lass is the 30-pound cow, 
Pelham De Kol Urma. Another daughter of this cow that 
is a full sister to the new record maker was consigned to 
the 1918 Hastings Sale by Mrs. H. D. Weller and Son and 
was purchased by F. M. Jones for $2,700. 
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This record adds materially to the 
accomplishments of King of the Pon- 
tiacs, who already is recognized as 
perhaps the greatest transmitting sire. 
He is, of course, the only bull having 
three 40-pound daughters and only 
one other has two, that being his sire, 
Pontiac Korndyke. Other sires may 
equal this showing eventually, but it 
will not be for some time to come. 


OUR COVER SUBJECT. 

It is Fairview Korndyke Mata that 
graces the cover this week. Every 
lover of the Holstein has long desired 
to see a likeness of this great cow— 
the world’s champion cow for com- 
bined milk and butter production. 

They have wished for it because 
she is the highest record daughter of 
old Pontiac Korndyke and is one of 
his two 40-pound daughters. © Her 
dam is Princess Matador, a 17-pound 
two-year-old daughter of Hamilton 
De Kol Lang, he by Pietertje Hen- 
gerveld’s Count De Kol. The second 
dam is a 23-pound daughter of Paul 
De Kol Hamilton. 

Fairview Korndyke Mata, as her 
name indicates, was bred by and born 
the propertv of the late E. H. Dollar 
of Heuvelton, N. Y. She later passed 
to W. C. Miller of Ohio who con- 
signed her to the Columbus Sale 
where she was purchased by Pine 
Grove Farms for the sum of $1,650. 

At the time of her purchase she had 
a record of 23.08 pounds butter made 
as a senior three-year-old but her 
outstanding individuality and remark- 
able constitutional capacity made her 
appeal very strongly to the manage- 
ment of Pine Grove and she accord- 
ingly was to make her future home at 
that place. 

Freshening last December in ordin- 
ary condition she made 47.21 pounds 
butter from 801.5 pounds milk, which 
record for both milk and butter has 
never been equaled by another cow. 

But Faisview Korndyke Mata looks 
the part. She is one of the largest 
cows of the breed, a faultless indi- 
vidual with as fine an udder and teats 
as ever graced a cow. She is a real 
Holstein, a typical Holstein, and a 
credit to the breed and to the herd 
she represents. 


Colantha Buttercup, the seven- 
teenth 30-pound daughter of Colan- 
tha Lad, also brings another 600- 
pound milk producer to this sire’s 
very creditable string. She . made 
31.21 pounds of butter and 601.9 
pounds of milk.

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MR. STEVENS ANSWERS 
MR, ARFMANN. 


We are in receipt of this letter from 
Ward W. Stevens, a director of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America. It is an open letter to Mr. 
Arfmann in reply to his recent letter 
to the membership and Mr. Stevens 
sends it for publication by the World: 


“I am hugging the half century 
mark very close and have been active- 
ly engaged in the raising and breed- 
ing of Holstein cattle ever since I was 
old enough to shove a milkstool under 
a black and white. My father started 
in the Holstein business when I was 
eight years old. It has been my life 
work since that time. I have three 
farms well stocked with Holsteins 
now besides being financially interest- 
ed in three other herds at the present 
time. I have attended every annual 
meeting of the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation since its organization. 1 
have been a member of the board of 
directors for six years and I feel that 
my associations qualify me to discuss 
the matters that are now before the 
members for their consideration. 1 
have the interests of this association 
at heart and I feel, therefore, that 1 
must answer your recent letter to the 
membership that I may present the 
facts as I know them to be, at the 
same time considering some of the 
charges that you bring against me 
and those that are associated with 
me in the movement that we feel is 
entirely for the best interests of the 
association. 

“Now, John, what is the use of 
misleading us in this proposition? 
Aren’t you camouflaging us a little 
Not one of us questions your 
thorough Americanism, but it seems 
to me that your references to the war 
are not necessary and are misleading. 


“You state that there is a strong 
combination of breeders trying to up- 
set the association. This cannot 
stand in the face of the facts, for in 
the first place there is no such com- 
bination of breeders, and in the sec- 
ond place no effort is being made to 
upset the association. I have been on 
the board for a number of years. I 
know the relationship that exists and 
has existed between the secretary’s 
office and the board. I know that 
there are things that need remedying. 
I believe that in the face of conditions 
as they exist in the dairy world today 
that these things should be taken 
up and threshed out by our associa- 
tion right now. I hesitated to bring 
them up because I feared just the ar- 
gument that is being advanced—that 
{ was seeking re-election. In the face 
of these facts I do not see how you 
can state that this is a combination of 
breeders. I am assuming a share of 
the responsibility for the starting of 
this movement and for reasons that 
have already been set forth and which 
I will give you. 

“You stated that we are making 
secret charges against the secretary; 
that we are trying to overthrow the 
association or at least its trustworthy 
officers and you give as the reason— 
our selfishness. In the first place, our 
criticism of Secretary Houghton has 
not been personal in any way. We 
have only presented such facts to 
some of the leading breeders of the 
country as seem warranted by our 
observation of existing conditions be- 
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tween the secretary’s i 
board of directors, aad ae bev, 
our observations we have beco ae 
vinced that the secretary at 
of whether he be Mr. fought 
any other man, should be ender the 
control of the board of directors 4 
eas alles aria such control he shana 

cte i 
This is not Only tee! directors 
the secretary but with respect to, al 
PaS.

e fact that I am a men 
the board of directors and Tee ae 
I know something of the workings of 
the board does not prevent me from 
discussing with other breeders of the 
association the things that I conside 
for the best interests of the associa. 
tion; in fact, our membership on this 
board is one of the best reasons wh 
we should lead in these discussions 
and enlighten the breeders as to the 
real facts. These were not secret 
meetings and I have never hesitated 
to tell any breeder my opinion regard- 
ing these matters and the workings 
of the board. I would be glad to give 
these facts to any breeder. In short 
I feel it my duty as a representative 
of the breeders to inform them re- 
garding such matters as are of vital 
interest to all members of the asso- 
ciation. 


“It is true that a great number of 
the criticisms now being advanced 
against the conduct of the secretary’s 
office are not new in any way, but 
have been discussed in the meetings 
of the board for some time. Owing 
to the fact, however, that the reports 
of these meetings have not been 
brought before the members in a 
complete form, it is not generally 
known to the more than 11,000 mem- 
bers of the association that these 
criticisms have been made. Some of 
the members of the board are of the 
opinion that the membership is en- 
titled to a full knowledge of all facts 
in order that they may protect their 
own interests. Some of us believe 
very strongly that if John Doe has 
been expelled from the association 
for trying to register grades as pure- 
breds, or if Richard Roe has_ been 
expelled for making crooked records, 
again the membership should be in 
possession of the information. Al- 
though the by-laws provide for a full 
report of these facts yet it seems 
necessary, in order that they be 
brought to public attention, that this 
be given out by individual members 
of the board and it is along this line 
that I am taking the stand that I do. 

“Can you think of any situation 
that could arise at the June meeting 
whereby one or two directors could 
control the association and _ its 
finances? There are only three di- 
rectors to be elected. We have no 
authority to dictate how one penny 
of this association’s funds shall be 
spent. Is it selfishness for us to 
stand up and take all this cussing 
in order to put before the breeders 
the facts of this matter? Why, you 
are attaching the worst possible mo- 
tives to our actions, John; that part 
of your letter is foolishness and 
know that you know better. i m1 

“What secret charges have | 
made? I do claim that Secretary 
Houghton is not devoting his whole 


time to his duties as secretary of our 
association; that he is not co-operating &

If what I shall have to say about 
dairy promotion in Iowa and other 
states has more reference to lowa 
than to any other commonwealth, it 
is on account of my familiarity with 
the work in this state.

Nine other men look aft 
the food and weight and measure vad 
spection. All of the 11 men working 
in the dairy department have been 
selected on account of their fitness 
for the work that they are expected 
to do. All have either taken the four. 
year dairy course at Ames or have 
had 10 or more years of experience 
in a creamery or at other dairy work. 
Their duties are varied. They are 
expected to deliver addresses at dairy 
meetings, farmers’ institutes, or be- 
fore creamery boards and at other 
meetings of this kind. Besides this 
they inspect and _ score creameries, 
farm dairies, etc. They may be called 
upon by the buttermakers for assist- 
ance and advice. They frequently 
put in several days in helping a but- 
termaker who is having trouble about 
his over-run and other difficulties 
They help plan and organize farmers’ 
co-operative and other creameries, 
They are expected to assist plants 
that are getting in shape to make 
state brand trade-mark butter and - 
every way make their services as 
valuable as possible in an uplift for 
the dairy industry in Iowa. 

Time will not permit me to go into 
further detail as to this work. In 
passing I must say that in all our 
work we have had the hearty co-op- 
eration of the Iowa State College of 
Agriculture, both the dairy and ex- 
tension departments and the Iowa 
State Dairy and the State Butter 
makers’ Associations. Up to this time 
as a general proposition the efforts 
of the department have been directed 
along lines of creamery development 
though we have given a good d 
of attention to the production end of 
the work. . : 

Now that our creameries are it 
fairly good shape, many of the older 
ones having given place to new am 
modern structures, we feel that it is 
up to us and the department to use 
our efforts for an increase in produc- 
tion as well as in quality. 

We have been using our best efforts 
to introduce purebred dairy sifés. 
Now that it has been demonstrated 
by the experimental station at Ames 
that daughters of a purebred 
sire average 94 per cent more mul) 
and 62 per cent more fat than their 
dams, and his granddaughters 245 
per cent more milk and 168 per cent 
more fat than the original scrub dams, 
we feel that we have no apology to 
offer for our activities in this work.

Re- 
sults have been apparent on every 
hand. Within the last year more at- 
tention has been paid to the organiza- 
tion of a = and dairy meetings 
er before. 
a > organization of these calf 
clubs all of the dairy breeds are rep- 
resented. A number of the bankers 
over the state realizing what benefit 
would finally come to them by devel- 
oping the dairy industry in their com- 
munity have loaned the boys and girls 
money at a moderate rate of interest, 
taking their note for six months or a 
year signed by their parents. 
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The plan which the dairy associa- 
tion is working upon is to develop 
herds from these heifer calves by in- 
troducing purebred bulls of the 
breeds represented. One of the 
agreements entered into by the child 
signing a membership application, is 
that the heifer calf shall be bred to 
a purebred bull of the same breed, 
but not before the heifer is 16 months 
old. The purpose of this ruling, of 
course, is to prevent crossing and 
mixing of breeds, as well as to fur- 
ther the grading up of these heifers. 

At the end of the club’s duration 
the members have their choice of two 
plans, they may either pay the amount 
of the note and keep the calf as their 
permanent property, or sell it at pub- 
lic auction and receive the difference 
between the selling price and the 
amount of the note as their profit. 
One purpose of the club is to arouse 
in the boys and girl sufficient inter- 
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est that they will prefer to keep the 
heifer for a milk cow, rather than sell 
her and let someone else reap the 
benefits. It is encouraging to find 
that at least three-fourths of the mem- 
bers have taken these calves with that 
purpose in mind. 

Community dairy shows have been 
held and many valuable prizes have 
been awarded for judging contests at 
these shows and in contests put on 
for boys and girls between the ages 
of 12 and 18 for weighing, testing, 
and making a monthly report of pro- 
duction, cost of feed, and other things 
of interest. 

Eight purebred bull calves, two of 
each of the Holstein, Ayrshire, Jer- 
sey and Guernsey breeds were award- 
ed to those standing highest in the 
work. Twenty additional cash prizes 
were awarded. This kind of work is 
certainly worth while and is bringing 
good results.

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The dairy division of the extension 
department of the agricultural college 
at Ames has been doing a most im- 
portant work in organizing cow test 
associations within our state. To my 
mind, there is no more important 
work for increased production than 
this. The call to arms has undoubt- 
edly interfered with this part of our 
dairy activities more than with any 
other branch. Most of the men con- 
ducting this work were of draft age 
and so many have been called that it 
is almost impossible to get sufficient 
men to conduct and keep up the asso- 
ciations already organized, let alone 
finding men to take charge of new 
associations. 

The fact that the only true method 
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or measure by which the value of the 
dairy cow can be determined is by 
the use of the scales and Babcock 
test, is a good and sufficient reason 
for the existence and support of the 
test associations we have and the or- 
ganization of others. 

Only a few bull clubs have been 
organized, but there is no question 
as to the advantage coming to a 
community that is enterprising enough 
to take up this work. In most cases 
neighbors going into an organization 
of this kind have been able to sell 
their scrub or grade bulls for enough 
to pay for choice purebred sires. 
This should appeal to those that have

BOUT time we awoke to the fact, isn’t it, that we dairy people are digging our own financial gr 
io with our teeth every time we eat and buy oleomargarine instead of butter? Since milk prices have dae 

junketing downward in keeping with the “less” of everything else, and we have learned that a surplus ee 
our products is supposed to exist which can’t be ship ped over there on account of the “shipless” situate 
it behooves every dairyman Jack of us to work like creation to help use up this surplus and then keep ou 
using it so that such a situation can never occur again. I’ve forgotten how many million pounds of oleo the 
statistics.tell us are used on the tables of farmer folks who ought to know “butter.” Imagine a successful 
merchant who enjoys a thriving business selling shoes, suits, hats, or shirts who refuses to procure his per- 
sonal apparel from his own stock and instead, goes across the street to a rival haberdasher where he fits 
himself out. An unheard of thing, of course, yet no more inconsistent than the course some of us fool 
farmers take in helping the oleo fellow. Suppose the keeper of a good grocery store, in fact, the best in town 
should think his line too good for his own family, so took advantage of the Cut Rate store in the next 
block to purchase near-coffee, adulterated sugar and spoiled beans. Oh boy, wouidn’t that be the limit? Yet 
that is exactly what a startling number of us have done in the past, but which I am fondly hoping will 
cease to be done when the idiocy of our short sightedness filters in. ’ 

Folks in glass houses shouldn’t throw stones, and equally as clear is the fact that buttermakers, mean- 
ing the dairy fraternity, shouldn’t pull the foundations from under themselves by encouraging the artificial 
brand. 

Many of us are realizing too late that a penny saved isn’t always gained and that the cents saved per 
pound between the two is to be scratched out during the next few months, and the dollars not saved after all 
will come out of our own pockets. So let every dairyman refuse to be misled after this and instead make 
it his business to live off his own foods as far as he can. If all of us folks would practice what we preached, 
I’m thinking that surplus would dwindle down like a cake of ice on a day in July and we would be dictating 
instead of dictated to. And listen here—they yelled for the farmer to buy up the Third Liberty Loan—and 
he did. But they should encourage and back him a little bit more. The question is: Haven’t we a just enough 
cause for the government to recognize? Making milk at a loss is poor business. What about it, Uncle Sam?

USE FERTILIZER, EVEN 
THOUGH LATE. 


Lack of labor on the farm, unfavor- 
able weather at planting time, con 
gestion on railways and consequent 
delays to shipments, may prevent the 
full and proper amount of fertilizer 
being applied to the crop at time 
planting. 

Often a late application of fertilizer 
as a side dressing to rowed crops, oF 
as a top dressing for other crops, is 
quite as effective as when applied at 
planting or seeding time. 

Certainly it is much better and 
wiser to make the delayed fertilizer 
application in this way than to at- 
tempt to grow a crop with no fer- 
tilizer at all, or with less than the 
usual quantity. Remember that fer- 
tilizer conserves farm labor by mak 
ing it more productive. The big - 
problem is to apply the fertilizer with 
the least possible amount of labor, ut 
at such a time, and in such a way, as 
to make it most effective.

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Make the Work Easier. 


How much easier it is for the farm 
women of today to keep house than 
it ever could have been for our grand- 
mothers. Most of us have modern 
improvements in our houses—Hol- 
stein farmers are particularly in- 
clined that way—and the long, hard 
18-hour day of grandmother’s time is 
almost a thing of the past. It is 
true in a way, that woman’s work is 
never*done, but we are very foolish 
if we allow this to be true in normal 
times. “All work and no rest makes 
Jill a worn out drudge”—and if she 
brings into her house the labor savers 
which save the minutes and hence 
the hours—she has plenty of time 
every day for other things beside 
kitchen duty. 

Many articles have come onto the 
market in the past two years which 
cut work almost in two at mealtime. 
Some of the small and inexpensive 
tools comprise an apple corer, pota- 
to baker, egg separator, a nest of 
cooky cutters, graduated measuring 
spoons, orange squeezer, ice cream or 
croquette mold, fibre vegetable 
brushes, strawberry huller, copper 
thread dish cloth, and potato ricer. 
Among the more expensive articles is 
a glass rolling pin, the handle of 
which is removable so that the pin 
can be filled with ice. 

All of us are grateful for the bottle 
brushes, split mixing spoons, the 
many different sizes and shapes in 
strainers, the glass measuring cups, 
etc. A cream whipper now comes 
for fitting into any quart glass jar. 
The nests” of round white enamel 
bowls are very useful but this ware 


‘scratches so that it is not practical 


where utensils have to be scraped. In 
aluminum, a double boiler in two or 
three sizes, the quart and pint sauce 
pans, and tea kettle are all good. 1 
have an aluminum omelet pan in this 
ware also. The new glass ware is 


delightful and especially nice in bread 


and cake pans, baking dish and pie 
plate. While on the glass subject, a 
glass wash board is something new 
and desirable as it neither rusts nor 
tears clothes. The food chopper 
which has knives that can be sharp- 
ened is the only practical kind to 
buy though the first cost is greater. 
The good old seasoned iron ware of 
yesterday should be among the most 
valued possessions as it is not made 
any more. An iron waffle iron makes a 
delicious breakfast dish as everyone 
knows. We should all own scales and 
what is more, use them. A _ bread 
mixer is a real necessity, of course. 
An overhead clothes dryer is efficient; 
also the long handled dust pan. Keep 
good brooms only and refuse to use 
your strength sweeping with “nub- 
bins.” A table wagon is a great step 
saver between kitchen and dining 
toom. I have had no experience with 
a fireless cooker, but know that it is 
strongly advocated for every home. 
Ironing board clasps save time and 
are 50 cents a set. Wire racks for 
cooling cakes and breads are good. 
Keep a special pair of shears in the 
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cutting citrus peels, 
herbs, etc. Be sure the knives are 
plenty and sharp. A good refriger- 
ator will cost $30 and up and is worth 
it. Be sure yours is white lined, 
round cornered, and guaranteed. A 
glass oven on the oil stove is worth 
its cost and the oil stove with burn- 
ers directly under the cooking food 
cannot be too earnestly recommend- 
ed. The “long chimney” kind are a

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Rearing the Calf 


By E. V. ELLINGTON 
Dairy Division, Bureau of Animal Industry 


To raise the standard of milk pro- 
duction and maintain the efficiency 
of the dairy herd, it is not only nec- 
essary to use the most improved sires, 
but particular attention must also be 
given to the successful rearing of the 
heifer calves from the best cows. The 
subject of calf raising is often not 
given the attention that its impor- 
tance deserves. A calf that has been 
improperly reared, one whose growth 
has been stunted by careless treat- 
ment, will seldom make a profitable 
producing cow. The practice that is 
too commonly followed, of buying 
cows early in their lactation period 
and selling them when dry for beef, 
is not to be recommended. So long 
as such a system is employed, no con- 
structive development of the herd 
can be expected. 

While there are certain definite 
principles underlying a successful sys- 
tem of calf rearing, much of the suc- 


cess depends upon the skill of the 
feeder in studying the individual re- 
quirements of the young animal itself. 

Care of the cow at calving.—lIf the 
cow has been dry from a month to 
six weeks before parturition and is in 
good physical condition, little trouble 
is experienced at calving time. If the 
cow calves in spring while on pasture 
little attention is mecessary. She 
should be observed once or twice a 
day as the time of parturition ap- 
proaches. If she calves at other sea- 
sons of the year she should be kept 
in an enclosed, preferably a roomy 
box stall, which is well bedded with 
clean straw. Clean quarters are very 
essential, as filthy quarters may result 
in the navel cord of the young calf 
becoming infected and white scours 
may result. 

Care should be given to keep the 
digestive system in good condition. A 
laxative ration should be fed. Legume

Colostrum hag 
purgative properties which stimulate 
the calf’s stomach and digestive or- 
gans and is especially suited to the 
requirements of the young calf. It 
seems preferable to allow the calf to 
remain with the cow one or two days 
as it has a_ beneficial effect on the 
cow’s udder, especially if it is slightly 
congested. 

The stomach of the young calf is 
so constructed that it requires fre- 
quent feeding in small amounts. It 
is advisable to feed the young calf at 
least three times a day—morning, 
noon and night. The milk should be 
fresh and sweet and of a temperature 
of approximately 100 degrees. The di- 
gestion is very quickly upset by feed- 
ing warm milk at one feed and cold 
milk at another. 


Overfeeding is a common mistake 
and is responsible for many inferior 
calves. A good practice is always to 
keep the calf a little hungry. Each 
calf should be fed separately, as some 
will drink much more rapidly than 
others and this will result in over- 
feeding. The amount to feed varies 
with the breed and size of calves. For 
the first two weeks from eight to ten 
pounds of milk daily should be fed. 
This amount may be gradually m- 
creased until from 18 to 20 pounds 
are given at the time the calf is six 


weeks of age. Usually it is not neces: 


sary to increase above this amount. 
Changing to skim-milk—The fat of 
the milk is so valuable that very few 
dairy calves are now raised on whole- 
milk. There was formerly a prejudice 
against skim-milk as it was believed 
that undersized, unthrifty calves te 
sulted. These results were not due to 
the removal of the fat from the milk 
on which the calves were fed, but to 
carelessness in management, Be 
cause the fat was removed, it Was 
believed that more milk should be fed 
and consequently digestive disorders 
resulted from overfeeding. The skim- 
milk calf differs little in size and value 
from the same animal when raised by 
the cow. The fat removed from : 
milk can be supplied to the calf muc

with the extension bureau, and that he 
apparently resents the gradual cur- 
tailment of his power.

Neglecting to cool mi 
Lack of cooling comes aa oe 
portance. When milk or cream is ab 
lowed to cool naturally the pro 
takes considerable time, and the jt 
terial retains a great deal more pat 
odor, and so develops acid mor 
quickly than when artificially cooled 
Setting the cream can ina tyb of 
water is too slow in effect; eye 
dairyman should have a water cooler. 
Cream cooled by water cooler as it 
leaves the separator has shown only 
0.2 per cent of acid in two days, while 
uncooled cream of the same ‘origin 
has shown as high as 0.7 per cent. 
‘Cooled milk delivered in the cities is 
often 36 to 40 hours old before be- 
ing consumed. Suppliers of milk to 
our cheese and butter factories often 
experience difficulty in keeping the 
evening’s milk when it~ is uncooled 
until next morning, a period of about 
16_hours. 

Engine and separator in the same 
room.—This condition should not be 
allowed. . Moreover a single partition 
between the two parts of the plant 
is not sufficient. A double partition 
is required, with openings to outer 
walls, so that fresh air can blow be- 
tween the engine room and the sep- 
arator room. Where a kerosene blow 
lamp is used in the same room as 
the separator it is found to almost in- 
variably cause second grade cream. 
The milking machine releaser should 
be in the separator room. Milk should 
not run through the engine room in 
an open chute. 

Failure to clean vacuum tank and 
vacuum pipes of milking machines— 
In a number of machines the air re- 
quired for pulsation is discharged in- 
to milk, also the action of the vacuum 
pump is intermittent; therefore any 
foul smell in the tank or pipes is car- 
ried into milk. Essential attention is 
required to be given to the pipe be- 
tween the releaser bucket and the 
vacuum tank. The vapor from the 
milk is carried into this pipe and con- 
denses, and if the pipe is not cleaned 
daily it soon gets very foul. All right 
angle piping should be coupled with 
cross sockets so that a brush can be 
run through the pipes in both direc 
tions. Leave the vacuum tank open 
between milkings. 

Lack of ventilation in separator 
room.—To remedy this condition air _ 
should be brought in at the bottom 
and let out at the top, bird netting 
being put over the openings. Just as 
is the smell in the dairy, so 18 the 
smell of the cream when delivered.

The tenth report from Superinten- 
dent Gardner, covering tests reported 
to his office during the period of 
March 18th to April 5th, is one of 
the best ever issued from his office. It 
contains a surprisingly long list of 
30-pound cows and each one of the 
individual classes, with the exception 
of the junior two, is headed by an 
animal producing in excess of 30 
pounds, and the junior two-year-old 
class is headed by an animal with bet- 
ter than 26 pounds. The fact that 
each one of these class leaders were 
developed in as many different states 
tends to prove more conclusively 
than ever the development possible 
with the well cared for Holsteins. 
Such a distribution of phenomenal 
producing animals ought to remove 
the slightest suspicion of a doubt that 
one breeder has the advantage of an- 
other in the way of location or in 
the art of development. 


Bess Burke Ormsby with her re- 
markable production of 42.31 pounds 
butter from 558 pounds milk heads the 
full-aged class.

make better gain if the milk is diluted 
with skim-milk, so that the fat con- 
tent approximates 4 per cent. 


Supplements to  skim-milk— 
young calf should be allowed ata 
grain and roughage as soon as he will 
take it. A vigorous calf will begin to 
nibble at its bedding in two or three 
weeks. At that time roughage in the 
form of some leguminous hay should 
be supplied, as this is most palatable 
This should be supplied sparingly at 
first, since alfalfa especially, which is 
exceedingly palatable at first, will 
cause scours if too much is given te 
the young calves. If they are turned 
out on pasture. they will be well sup- 
plied with all the roughage that it is 
necessary for them to receive. Care 
should be taken to keep the hay fresh 
and clean, and it is best to furnish it 
in a small rack, feeding only the 
amount the calves will eat up clean. 

The calves will eat grain about as 
soon as they will hay. If they do not 
begin eating at once, they should take 
it by the time they are from three 
weeks to a month old. It is advisable 
to feed grain dry and not in the milk 
To teach the calf to eat grain, a little 
should be placed in its mouth after 
drinking the milk. In a few days it 
will expect the grain, which should 
be placed in a small box so that it can- 
not be soiled by the droppings of the 
calf. If the grain becomes spoiled, 
scours may result; it is therefore im 
portant to feed an amount that the 
calf will consume daily. The box 
should be kept clean at all times. A 
calf six weeks old will consume about 
half a pound of grain a day and by 
the end of three months this may be 
increased to two or three pounds 4 
day which is a sufficient amount up 
to six months unless it is desired to 
push the growth more rapidly. 


The grain ration may consist of 


corn or barley, with bran or oats alt 
oil -meal. Corn and barley are much 
relished by young calves. Linseed oil 
meal has an especially favorable effect 
upon young, growing calves, as it ai 
in making the mixture more palatable. 
A ration which gives eminently satis 
factory results consists of a mixture 
of rolled barley, four parts by weight, 
bran two parts, and oil meal one part.

changed. The calf pen should be lo- 
cated in the sunniest portion of the 
barn, as the young animals need all 
the sunlight they can get. Aiter the 
calf is a few weeks old it can stand 
considerable cold if it is kept dry and 
has dry quarters. A small paddock 
or enclosure should be provided for 
exercise. In the summer it should 
have access to a pasture provided with 
plenty of shade. 

Ties for calves—The arrangement 
most commonly used is stanchions, 
and they should always be used where 
a number of calves are being run to- 
gether. The stanchions are made like 
ordinary rigid stanchions for cows, 
except that they are smaller. They 
may be constructed of cheap or scrap 
lumber, made 36 to 40 inches high, 28 
inches from center to center, and with 
a four-inch space for the calf’s head. 
If the calves are in the _ pasture, 
stanchions may be fastened to the 
fence. A feed trough is put in front 
with divisions so as to allow for sep- 
arate feeding. The grain mav be fed 
in the trough immediately after the 
milk has been fed and the calves kept 
tied for some time. This prevents 
formation of the disagreeable habit 
of sucking each other. 

Water and salt——Many men fail to 
realize the importance of providing 
the young animals with plenty of 
water. This is often neglected with 
calves which are fed milk. The calves 
should have access to an abundance 
of fresh clean water at all times. As 
soon as the calf begins to eat grain 
and hay it should be given salt, the 
same as in the case of older animals. 
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_ Substitutes for milk—Where milk 
is sold for market milk purposes, to 
cheese factories, and condensers, the 
problem of raising the calves is some- 
what more complicated. In such 
cases the calves are pushed rather 
rapidly for six weeks to two months

least two weeks on its mother’s milk, 
Spring and fall calves—There are 
advantages in having calves dropped 
in the fall. During the winter season 
more attention can be given to their 
care and feeding. Living on the 
mother’s or skim-milk supplemented 
with a little grain, they are old 
enough when spring comes to make 
the best use of the pastures and to 
stand the hot weather. During the 
first six months of the calf’s life it is 
immaterial whether the roughage 
yg . hay or pestare, but for 
e second six months pasture gi 
the better results. , oo 
_ Scours.—The most common trouble 
in raising calves by hand is indiges- 
tion or scours, caused by insanitary 
methods of feeding, decided changes 
in temperature of the milk fed, and 
overfeeding. The animals should be 
watched very closely for any indica- 
tion of scours, since a severe case will 
retard the calf’s growth very ma- 
terially. The first indication is usual- 
ly a foul-smelling dung. It is usual- 


ly best to separate the affected calf . 


and disinfect the pen. The ration 
should be cut down to at least half 
the usual amount. Such remedies as 
castor oil and formalin may be used 
to advantage. A drench of three 
ounces of castor oil in a pint of milk 
is sometimes used. Four drops of for- 
malin to a quart of milk has the de- 
sired effect in most cases. This should 
be given for two or three days. 

White scours or calf cholera is very 
serious and when once affected the 
calf seldom recovers. This is due to 
infection of the navel soon after birth. 
It is an infectious disease caused by 
filthy conditions in which the cow is 
allowed to give birth to the calf, and 
is usually avoided when the calf is 
dropped in a clean stall or in the pas- 
ture. If the calf is born in the barn 
it is best to tie up the cord and wet 
the navel thoroughly with a disinfect- 
ant, such as a weak solution of creo- 
lin. The symptoms are a very severe 
diarrhea with the passage of white, 
foul-smelling dung, thé eyes become 
sunken, and the animal cannot be in- 
duced to suck or drink. It usually dies 
within three or four days. _ 

Feed and care after weaning.—The 
young animals are usually weaned at 
six months, although in some cases 
where a certain finish is desired, milk 
is given until they are eight months t) 
age. The rearing from this time on is 
comparatively simple. | If on _, Boos 
pasture they require little additiona 
feeding. In winter the roughage 
should consist of a good quality 0 
leguminous hay, corn siase an 
enough grain to keep them ina thri ty 
condition.
